“UNECONOMIC, INTOLERENT POLICIES” 

It is probably one of the mightiest surveys of the world ever to be 
condensed into such a small space. It holds out an unexampled prospect 
to a world which is ready to adjust “the uneconomic, intolerant, ruthless 
policies coming out of the Great World War and still carried on as if the 
war were still in progress 

“This is a man-made depression. God has not visited us with 

famine or flood; nature has everywhere been generous and kind and 
patient. There is no reason for this depression, as I believe, except the 
unwise and vicious policies of those who today govern our new world. 

“The policies which heve been pursued have been such as would

Inability to recognize world civilization is what is sticking people.

“I take the position that these (war) debts are simply economic 
factors to be utilired for the interest of the American peopic. They are 
not to be métde iato a fetish. They are not things to be worshipped. 
They are econemic facts to be exchanged for other economic facts if 
those economic facts are more valuable to the American people. 

“I am told when I say that, it is asking the American people to 
pay for the war. Well, my friends, you are now paying for the war. 

You haye been paying for the war ever since it ended. You will 
continue to pay for it, in my judgment, until you are bankrupt if 
these international problems cannot be adjusted. 

“It is said by such men as Professor Fisher and Doctor Warner 
that this depression has cost the American people alone 150 billion 
dollars. We are supposed to collect 250 million dollars a year from 
these foreign nations. If we could trade this 250 million doilars to 
stop the revastating 150 million dollars depression. I would unhestat- 
ingly do so. But it is upon that theory alone that I propose to make 
the trade.” 

Three years of depression, says Borah, have reduced U. S. foreign 
trade from five billicas of exports in 1929 to one-third of that amount 
in 1932. Foreign trade of United States when normal keeps 2,400,000 
families. Those families are now dependent on relief.

Fruits Of 


Thus, at the close of the 
these large debts were resting upon 
the human family, calling for ef- 
forts in every direction, for sacrifice 
in every way, to meet them. These 
debts represented no productive, 
constructive enterprise. They re- 
presented in no sense a rebuilding 
program. They were the fruits of 
war—violence, destruction 

There are only three ways I know 
of by which a nation can pay its 
debts to a foreign government 

First, by goods or in kind. If the 
debtor nations are permitted to ship 
their goods into the country which 
they owe, they may pay their debts 
in’that way. But all this was pre- 
varied Immediately after it was 
fscertained that Germany was 
charged with the payment of thirty- 
two billions in the way of repara- 
tions, that itself stirred all nations 
which might be in danger to in- 
crease tariff duties. These nations 
understood perfectly well that if 
Germany was to pit its effurts and 
apply its energies 
this debt, labor must work upon 
a very low scale of living, a low 
wage scale, and that the nations of 
the world would not be able to com- 
pete with the productive capacity 
of Germany under such circum- 
stances 

The first great evil of the repar- 
ation assessment was to raise tariff

The War 


First, it laid upon Germany an 
immense debt. Second, the debt it- 
self caused an immense increase in 
tariff duties. Third, the increase of 
tariff duties prevented the payment 
of the debt. 


That is one way which the na- 
tions could pay. But tariff duties 
were increased to such an extent 
that the payment or the payment 
in goods was practically an im- 
possibility. That method was 
therefore practically eliminated. 
Germany had to find other means 
by which to pay her debts. 

The second way in which a na- 
tion may pay its debts is by ser- 
vice, shipping service, and kindred 
matters. We need not consider 
that, because there was no op- 
portunity to pay in this way. 

The third method, and that is 
the one for which I desire to ask 
your particular consideration to- 
night, is the payment in gold. 
That was the method to which 
Germany and the other debtor 
nations were reduced. “hey must 
find the gold with which to Pay. 
We have in the world about 

eleven billion dollars of monetary 
gold, about one-third of the amount 
of reparations which Germany ow- 
ed. The effect of reparations and 
debts was immediately to 
about a mal-distribution of gold 
among other nations.

THE ROYAL SOCIETY OF 


CANADA 
On December 30th in 1881, the 
Royal Society of Canada was 


founded at Ottawa by the Mar. 


quis of Lorne, then Governor- 
General. 

The average newspaper reader 
knows little of that society, but 
its influence upon the natic 
life of Canada in its half century 
of existence has been remarkable 
It has been the mainspring of 
many notable happenings and the 
author of many suggestions 
have materially helped the de- 
velopment of the Dominion.

EXERCISE FOR COLD FEET 
Many pecple suifer from colé hands and feet 
and although they console themselves with the 
saying that “Cold hands mean a ware heart” they 
ary: eager to Jecrn how to get ‘he extemities to stay 
warm, as is the young mother who wrote me that 


her baby's feet are so cold they feel like chunks 
of ice. Cold feet at night are especially trouble- 
som during the winter. 

Sometimes numbness and tingling accompany the 
cold feeling or the part: may turn a mottled blue 
or be pale. i 

The symptom of cold feet is undoubtediy a si 
of poor circulation of the blood, but the most im- 
portant thing to remember is that cold hands and 
feet are only danger signals pointing to poor 
circulation all over the body, including every 
muscle and organ. 

A temporary slugaishness of the circulation may 
exist in the extrem:ties from faulty postures, such 
as sitting or lying in a cramped position which does 
not allow a reasunable movement of all the 
muscles Mechanica! interference with the circu- 
lation may come from such causes as tight garters 
or shoes, or from the presure of prolapsed organs. 
If the feet are cold most of the time, it is an indi- 
cation that some pelvic disorder is interfering with 
the return of blood through the veins, The principal 
trouble when the circulation is poor through the 
feet and legs is & segging of the abdominal muscles 
which causes pressure and crowding in the pelvis 
and blocks a free circulation. The pressure from 
tumors likewise act. in the same way. 

Trouble with the arteries, the heart, or anemia or 
low blood pressure may also produce circulatory 
disturbance. Those who have cold feet on retiring 
will find that the cause is lack of exercise during 
the evening. And there we find the most important 
single cause of poor circulation because lack of 
exercise causes more sluggishness of circulation 
than any other factor. 

Those with this trouble will find that the right 
type of exercise will bring more benefit than any 
other method of treatment they can use. 

Everyone knows that any kind of exercise increas- 


es the general circulation. To get the best results 


in increasing the circulation, it is necessary to use 
carefully graduated exercises. Exercise is a won- 
derfu' help and the one to be considered first in 
overcoming clammy hands and feet, but it must

be wisely used. Fur one who has not exercised | 


in years to suddenly start taking strenuous physical 
movements will only produce sore muscles and is 
likely to do more harm than good. 

The right way to .tart in is to take light calis- 
combined with short walks.

QUESTION: Mrs. Myra N. B. inquires: “In what 
manner would arsenic have a tonic effeect in clear- 
ing up pimples and improving the complexion?” 

ANSWER: Arsenic has a definite effect upon stop- 
ping skin eruptions, but I do not recommend the 
form used in medicive. There is a slight amount of 
arsenic in carrots when used unpeeled. Use a prop- 
eerly balanced diet and a liberal amount of raw 
carrots. You will then get the same effect as you 
would from taking the medicine arsenic and have 
no bad results 

QUESTION: Mrs. Agnes Mae D. asks: “Has any 
woman ever been krown to become pregnant after 
65 years of age If she had never borne any chil- 
dren, would the birth be unusually difficult?” 

ANSWER: There have been instances of women 
over sixty-five bearing children, but the only in- 
stances that I know of are where children have 
been borne previous'y. Generally, a woman who 
has not borne children goes through the menopause 
between forty and fifty, after which no children are 
possible. Symptoms of pregnancy in a woman of 
sixty-five are generuily indications of tumors and 
should call for a care ful examination.

Whether or not the municipal 
and provincial governments 
should undertake a capital ex- 
penditure program for 1933 in 
view of present financial condi- 
tions is a question which is 


occupying the attention of tax- 
| payers ith the advent of the 
| new year. 
| It is argued that a wise ex- 


penditure in this direction 
| would mean economy in the 
| long run. Certain works of a 


public nature could be under- 
| taken through the floating of a 
long-term bond issue. These 
works would giwr employment 
to many at present unemployed 
and would also help industries 
hard pinched for the lack of sn 
existing program of this sort. 
At the same time present prices 
would tend to make the cost of 
the work low. 

Opinions on this question 
were gleaned by The Bulletin’s 
Inquiring Reporter, who gives 
you the results of his inter- 
| views: 

D. M. DUGGAN, M.L.A., house 
leader of the Conservative party 
in the Alberta icgislature: “It is 
clear in my mind that until there 
is further evidence of a world ad- 
justment, neither the city or prov- 
ince is justified in spending any 
| money on capital account. It is 
| possible that the present unset- 
| tled financial situation may be 

clarified during the first three 
| months of this year. If such hap- 

pens to be the case, then, and not 
| till then, should capital: expendi- 
| tures be considered. But for the 
| present—absolutely not. We must 

economize as much as possible.” 


| JOHN SRIGLEY, grocer: “A capital 
program most certainly should

when things were booming are 
| the cause of our present suffering 
Edmonton has suffered from a 
swelled head in the past. We are 
now attempting to pay off debts 
made by the city 20 years ago.

dollars. Of course 
mitments may necessitate refund- 
ing some issues in gold or United 
States funds. 1 do think though 
that those who advocate no Ccap- 
ital expenditures in 1933 without 
sufficient knowledge of the exact 
situation are very much in error 
It may be that it will be more 
economical to utilize labor which 
would otherwise be unemployed 
in creating new public works 
rather than pay out gratis relief 
both from the viewpoint of dol- 
lars and cents and the moral of 
| our citizens. Of course the mak- 
ing of any capital exenditures hes 
to be contingent on what funds 
can be made availabie for this 
purpose either by instituting fin- 
al curtailments in other ways 
by making new commitments 
favorable terms, as the tax- 
payers seem feel. that their 
burden is sufficiently great un- 
der present conditions.”
